This Would ’nol,of ‘course, bear 
insuperable obstacle in most 
other countries—indeed, the 
position would never be likely to 
arise.

Army and the Navy. From the, 
earliest Cabinets, both the War 
Minister und the Minister for 
Navy were officers in active ser- 


_[ vice, although it was not until 


1894, at the time of the Sino- 
Japanese War, that this prac- 
tice was embodied in an Ordin- 
ance, at the instigation of Mar- 
shal Yamagata. This law 
stipulated that'the posts of War 
and Navy Ministers should not 
be held by any but officers on 
active service of at least the 
rank of Lieutenant-General or 
Vice-Admiral. It was, however, 
modified — in

tired list to hold these positions. 
Actually, however, this has 
never’ occurred.’
